19898 D. C., N. — The publi- 
cation of the e between the 
State Department and the representatives of 
the United States in Chili and Peru has 
created a profound sensation here. The 
change of policy of the Administration since 
Secretary Frelinghuysén succeeded Mr. 
Blaine is, of course, thé main topic of con- 
versation, and all sorts of rumors as to the 
reason which led the President to whip 
about from an aggressive to a retreating 
position are afloat. 

Mr. Blaine's letter of instructions to Mr. 
Trescott, the United States Envoy, repre-

THEORIES 
were advanced ‘in 1 of the Presi- 
dent’s action. The first is that Blaine had 
written his instructions to Trescott without 
consultation with the President, and had mis- 
represented the views of the Executive. The 
second is that the President had, within the 
short space of one month, completely changed 
his views as to the position which the United 
States should maintain with respect to its 
relations with the other Republics on this 
hemisphere. Tonight a statement was made, 
on the authority of a friend of the Presi- 
dent, that he had not seen or approved of ex- 
Secretary Blaine’s instruction under date of 
Dec. 1 last to Mr. Trescott. This statement 
was , 
PROBABLY: UNAUTHORIZED, 

for it can be averred, on competent author- 
ity, that Mr. Blaine never wrote an @nport- 
ant diplomatic paper that was not first sub- 
mitted or approved by ex-President Garfield 
or President Arthur. The latter was not 
only consulted respecting Mr. Blaine’s in- 
structions to Mr. Trescott, but the President 
listened to those instructions before they 
were sent, suggested changes therein, and 
approved the. 

‘The advice of gentlemen whose counsels 
were more potent than those of Mr. Blaine 
evidently inspired the President to change 
his policy and retreat from the position he 
had assumed before the appointment of Mr. 
Frelinghuysen. 

THERE 18 AN IMPRESSION HERE 
that the publication of this corfespondence 
will lead to a diversity of opinion among 
Republicans on the subject, the effect of 
which may be felt in the next National Re- 
publican Convention.. There are those who 
will agree with the latest policy of the Ad- 
ministration—that interference with the al- 
fairs of the South American Republics is not 
the business of the United States, and that 
this Government has all it can do to 
properly govern itself.

CHILI WILL ANNEX: 

A gentleman who is in a position to know.

The 
friends of ex-Secretary Blaine avow their 
fears that the result of the recent action of 
the Administration will be to involve the 
South Pacific Republies in anarchy, and give 
the British a firm foothold on South Ameri- 
can territory. About two years ago, it is 
said, a representative of the Nicaraguan

On the 20th day of the month ot September, 
188], the undersigned, Stephen A. Hurlbut, Eu- 
voy Extraordinary apd Minister Plenipotentiary 
of the United States of America, and Manuel 
Maria Galoez, Minister of Foreign Affairs of 
Peru. met in the office of the American Lega- 
tion for the purpose of establishing in the name 
of their respective Governments an agreement 
with the object of giving due facilities to the 
American naval marine of the coast of the Pa- 
cific. The propriety of such agreement having 
been recognized by the undersigned, and they 
having also taken into consideration the stipu- 
lations contained in Art. 14 of the treaty of 
friendship, commerce, and navigation now x- 
isting between the two couatries, mere eureed 
upon the following: 

1. The Government of 3 to that 
of the United States of America the rigbt 
and power to establish a station for coaling in 
the port and harbor of Chimbote, and all the 
facilities which may be necessary in order that 
the ships of war and merchantmen of the 
United States may be suppiied with that articie, 
and may station themsetves iu said port. 

2. The voncession above made is not to be 
considered as exclusive in favor of the Govy- 
ernment of the United States, inasmuch as the 
Government of Peru reserves to itself the right 
to make analogous concessions to other friend- 
ly Powers who may solicit the same. 

. The land which the Government of the 
United States may nr uire for a coaling station, 
either from the State or private persons, will re- 
main subject to the general laws which rule in 
Peru in in reference to the ownership of real 
estate. 

4. The concessiowto which the first article of 
this protocol reiates is of indefinit duration, and 
the Government of Peru shall have the power 
to withdraw the same by first giving to that of 
the United States pot less than one year’s notice.

event of its acceptance of the proposed agree- 
ment. I have already bad occasion to remark 
that the time was not opportune for any nego- 
tiation for a concession from a Power 
reduced to such an extremity as 
that ig which Peru stands today, 
and to call your attention to other grave von- 
siderations which should outweigh any apparent 
temptation to our sense of immediate seif-in- 
terest in asking or accepting a concession of 
special privileges in that country, but the ad- 
vantages offered by this protocol grow more 
shadowy as its provisions are more closely ex- 
amined. The first article concedes to the United 
States the right to establish a coaling-station at 
Chimbate, and the second immediately adds that 
this shall not be exclusive—that Peru reserves 
the right to concede the same facilities to any 
other friendly Power which may solicit them.

Eads’ 
friends say that the construction of a line of 
railroad trom California to New Orleans, 
opening a through freight route for Pacific 
slope products to Europe via the Mississippi 
jetties and the Gulf, will ruin the carrying 
trade around Cape Horn between Liverpool

COAL, 


THE TOTAL PRODUCT FOR THE YRAR 
AMOUNTED TO OVER, 71,000,000 rox. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 27.—The Census 
Office has just published a report on the pro- 
duction of bituminous coal, from which it 
appears that the total amount mined in the 
United States during the census year 1890 
was 42,420,580 tons, of which a total of 29,- 
842.240 tons were produced in the Appa- 
lachian coal-field. Allegheny County, Penn- 
syivania, furnjshes over one-tenth, and the 
States of Pensylvania, Llinois, and Ohio 
nearly three-fourths of the product. The av- 
erage price per ton at the mine in 1880 was 
$1.2, while in 1870 it was $1.92, at a cost of 
S8cents. An average of 451 53-100 tons was 
raised per man, and 6 68-100 per cent of the 
year’s working time, or about twenty days, 
per man was lost in strikes. 

Sufficient information was gathered to jus- 
tify the assumption that exhausted fields 
form but avery small fraction of the total 
available coal land. Attention is called to 
the fact that although the value of the prod- 
uct has fallen, wages have not correspond- 
ingly Vecreased, and the totals prove a gafh 
of nearly a third of a million dollars an- 
nually in favor of labor. 

The anthracite production was 28,646,996 
tons—nearly all furnished by the State of 
Pennsylvania—making a total product of the 
country for the census year 71,067,576 tons. 
England produced 146,618,122 tons in the 
same year,

The claim as to the newspaper is as 
ridiculous as is the old principle of common 
law, which prohibits a juryman from reading 
a newspaper, and which places a premium on 
ignorance In the selection of juries. The 
charge as to tampering with the jury has 
this foundation: It is said that affidavits 
have been prepared, or will be prepared, by 
two citizens of Washington (Messrs. McFinlay 
and Downs), to the effect that some weeks 
ago they had au interview at the hotel with 
MR. W. H. BRAWNER, 
one of the jurors, in which the latter said: 
“Tf all the rest are of the same mind that | 
am, we will be out but a short time.” The 
Bailiffs who had charge of the jury (Messrs. 
Allen, Searle, and Fred Douglass Jr.) say em- 
phatically that auch a thing could not be 
done without their knowledge, and they are 
quite sure that Mr. Brawner made no such 
assertion. The story as to the newspaper is 
this: That a copy of the Washington Critic, 
containing an account of the shooting into 
the van by Bill Jones, was found in the room 
of one of jurors at the National Hotel, 
and that names of three or four of the 
jurors were written upon the margin, and 
that affidavits will be made to this effect by a 
person who claims to have found the news- 
paper in the juror’sroom. The significance 
of this charge will be seen when it is known 
that the courts of this district have declared 
a verdict void when it has been proved that a 
juror had read a newspaper, 
MK, HAMLIN,

charge, says: Lou may deny the story, on 
my authority, for the whole jury. 1 am 
willing to swear I did not read a newspaper, 
or see one read by a juryman.

WHO ARE PROTECTED AND WHO NOT. 

The universal assertion by the persons who 
are demanding more taxation and more tariff 
and more protection is, that every dollar of 
additional tax that is levied by Congress on 
consumers has the effect of benefiting the 
coantry at large, and especially the labor- 
ing industry” of the United States. This 
story has been so often and so brazenly as- 
serted in Congress and out of it by dema- 
goss and monopolista, by Senators and Repre- 
sentatives, and by statesmen of high and low 
degree, that it is possible some of them 
believe what they say. Just at this 
time ome of these “statesmen” who has 
courted envious fame by declaring that a 
tariff should always provide for protection, 
and only incidentally for revenue, has a bill 
pending in Congress demanding that the 45 
per cent duty now imposed on steel blooms 
imported by American manufacturers for 
making steel rails shall be increased to 180 
per cent. This demand is, of course, made 
with the false pretense that it is for the pur- 
pose of benefiting the country, and especially 
to swell the earnings of the workingmen of 
the United States. Thereis no more false 
representation in this entire nonsense about 
so-called protection than that it substantially 
benefits the mass of workingmen, or, even 
theoretically, but a very small proportion of 
them. There is, in fact, no vortion of the 
American people which is so sadly victimi 
by our excessive tariff as the people 0 
work with their hands for a living, and who 
earn their daily bread literally by the sweat 
of their brows. Toshow this we invite our 
readers to the facts and figures following. 

The census of 1880 has not been completed 
far enough to permit the publi of the 
tables showing the number of persons em- 
pi@yed at labor in whe United 8 and the 
number employed at each occupation. The 
census, however, of 1870 contains such a 
table. The general census shows that the 
inerease of the whole population of the 
United States for the years between 1870 and 
1880 averaged 30 per cent, so in the absence 
of the ex&ct figures of 1880 we can approxi- 
mate with reasonable accuracy the number 
engaged in each class of occupations in 1890 
by adding 30 per cent to the number em- 
ployed in these several classes in 1870. Thus 
estimating, we wesent the number engaged

It will be readily acknowledged and ad- 
mitted that none of the people engaged in 
these occupations have any special or direct 
interest in any tariff for bounty purposes, 
called protection, except those employed in 
manufactures, mechanical! and mining occu- 
pations. All the others, instead of being 
benefited by protection—i. e., bounty taxes 
are oppressed by a remorseless taxation 
whieh consumes or confiscates a large pro- 
portion of their incomes and earnings by add- 
ing at least 50 per cent to their cost of living. 

But an analysis of the list of occupations 
included under the genetal head of manu- 
factures, mechanical and mining occupations 
shows a larger number of persons engaged 
in occupations which are not protected or 
benefited by the ultra tariff policy, or, if 
slightly benefited, are damaged ten times as 
much as they are helped by the enhanced 
price of articles caused by the excessive 
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assuming the whole number of persons in 
the United States engaged iu industrial oc- 
cupations to be 15,015,123, it appears that only 
1,943,864 of that number can ever claim to be 
in any way protected by the tariff for 
protection with incidental revenue.” The 
percentage of the whole people, including 
every working man, woman, and child in 
the land,"shows that the protected class num- 
bers jess than 9 per cent and the unprotected 
over 91 per cent. 

But it should be clearly understood that 
even to this less than 9 per cent protection is 
a shameless fraud and mockery. The bulk 
of the protected classes work in shops and 
mills propelled by water or steam power, and 
take care of labor-saving machinery which 

operates automatically. It is the owner’ of 
the steam and water power propelled ma- 
chines who receive the protection. These 
labor-saving milis tarn out enormous quan- 
tities of high-price “ protected” goods and 
wares by the labor and guidance of compara- 
tively few and ill-paid employés. The Ameri- 
can people have to pay 0 to 80 per cent extra 
price for the goods of automatic-machine 
production, which is exacted from them 
under the name of protection to domestic 


industry.

GAMBETTA’S. FALL. 

M. Gambetta, aftera brief and not particu- 
larly brilliant career as the French Premier, 
has stepped down and out, and with him the 
entire Cabinet, which only took its portfolſos 
last November. Formally, his resignation is 
the outcome of the defeat of the Revision 
bill, which he forced upon the Chanrber in 
defianee of ite known wishes and warnings. 
Virtually he provoked the contest. He might 
have saved himself by a compromise, but he 
wottld accept of ne amendments to his bill. 
He staked his position upon ite passage and 
lost-—in the first place because he made a 
huge blunder, and in the second for want of 
that tact which a less aggressive and hot- 
headed statesman would have shown, 

The first mistake made by M. Gambetta 
was in not heeding the lessons of his own 
experienge. The scheme of revision was re- 
jectea by the last Chamber, and though 
scrutin de liste was adopted by the Cham- 
ber it was overwhelmingly defeated by the 
Senate. In the face of these experiences, 
without consulting the temper of the people 
or of the new Chamber, he literally hurled 
his bill at u and demanded its passage, 
threatening resignation as the penalty of its 
defeat, thoggh an unusually large commit- 
tee had warned him by its report that the 
prineiple of scrutin de liste could and would 
not be accepted. ‘The second mistake was in 
supposing that the Freneh people desired a 
change in their electoral! laws, or in the or- 
ganization and laws of the Assembly, espe- 
cially when M. Gambetta, by the provisions 
of his bill, laid himself open to the sus- 
picilon at least of desiring to accumu- 
late and eoncentrate power in his own 
hands. Under the previous Administration 
the country had been very prosperous and 
happy. The members of that Ministry were 
conservative and careful men. Even the vexed 
questions of education and the relations of 
Church and State had been adjusted without 
any jar to society or to publicorder. There 
was no reason for disturbing the status quo 
with such radical changes as M. Gambetta 
proposed. He even had no reason to aup- 
pose that the people wanted any change. 
On the other hand, he shold have had rea- 
son to suppose that the French people, even 
in these early days of their republicanism, 
would like to feel that the governing power 
originated in them and notin the Premier. 
Almost every measure proposed in bis bill 
involved a radical change, and one of them 
exposed the country to a palpable danger, 
for if the scrutin de liste had been adopted, 
it would have given M. Gambetta the power, 
had he been so .disposed, to have controlled 
the elections, and that there was a feeling he 
might exercise such a power is shown by the 
report of the committee, which loudly hinteu 
at his dictatorial pretensions as an argu- 
ment against incorporating this principie in 
the C tution. 

M. Gambetta is unquestionably the ablest 
statesman in France. He unquestionably has 
the interests of republicanism at heart, and 
would take no step that led towards its de- 
struction, but he has not yet solved the secret 
of repubiicanism—that the governing power 
is of and by the people. Until that lesson 
is learned there will always be frequent 
changes in the Ministry. The need of France 
is a strong conservative power whioh shall 
be a check to parties of impulse. Castelar, 
in his criticism of the Ministry, which we 
have already printed, clearly indicates this 
in the following words:

OCEAN “STAR ROUTES.” 

Mr. John Roach seems to be encouraged 
with the Post-Office Committee of Congress. 
He has appeared before that committee and 
urged “ liberal mail contracts,” which means 
the adoption of the star-route m in an 
exaggerated form for ocean vessels, and he 
affects to believe that there will be a favora- 
bie report on his plan. The law now pro- 
vides that the vessels carrying the mails shall 
receive the amount paid for postage, which 
is uniform under an international arrange- 
ment. The mails are carried regularly and 
expeditiously under this rule, and there is 
no complaint either on the part of those who 
send the letters or those who carrythem. Mr. 
Roach desires that a subsidy or bounty be 
added by way of additianal compensation in 
order that he may build new ships and start 
new ocean lines at the expense of the Gov- 
ernment. In other words, he would have 
the American people taxed especially for his 
benefit, and he professes to think that the 
Post-Office Committee of the House of Rep- 
resentatives is in sympathy with that prope- 
sition. It is to be hoped that Mr. Roach has 
misjudged the gentlemen who make up that 
committee, 

It is stated incidentally that Mr. Roach 
has recently built four ocean vessels on 
the Delaware, and one of his partners 
has gone over to France to secure a 
register for those ships under the French 
law because under the treaty with France 
the tonnage duties will be lighter than ff the 
American-built vessels were sailed under the 
American flag. If this be a correct state- 
ment of the case, it suggests that a good deal 
may be done for the Improvement of the 
American navigation laws before resorting 
to the policy of Government bounties as a 
desperate remedy to keep American ships 
abroad. If American ships, under the oper- 
ation of American laws, are loaded down 
with burdens which foreign ships escape, 
there is small wonder that the shipping in- 
terests of this country have fallen into de- 
cline, and the cause and remedy of the trouble 
must be sought in the navigation laws. 

The people of this country will sympathize 
with every effort to throw overboard all the 
unnecessary burdens which are bearing down 
upon the American merchant marine. The 
rellef suggested by the committee of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce which re- 
cently investigated the subject should be 
provided by Congress without delay. Let 
all ship property engaged in foreign trade 
or sailing between Atlantic and Pacific ports 
be exempted from United States, State, and 
local taxation. There should be a new sys- 
tem of admeasurement which should allow 
American vessels as much room for machin- 
ery, cabins, etc., as foreign vessels are al- 
lowed by other nations, in order that Amert- 
can ships may be on a plane of eqyality with 
the ships of other nations in foreign ports. 
Let the tonnage duties and Consular 
fees be repealed as to American ves- 
sels engaged in foreign trade. Abolish 
the old law requiring the payment of 
three months’ wages to seamen discharged in 
foreign ports. Pay American ships a proper 
compensation for bringing home wrecked 
sailors. Admit free of duty all the material, 
the machinery, the appliances, and the sup- 
plies used in the construction, repair, and 
equipment of vessels built ang fitted dut in 
this country for the high seas. Admit,free 
of duty into special warehouse’ all articles 
of foreign, production and manufacture 
which are to be reshipped in American ves- 
sels. Make every phase of the navigation 
laws as free and equal to American shipping 
interests as possible. When all that shail 
have been done, American shipping interests 
and the industry of American shipbuilding 
will be on as favorable a footing us those of 
any other nation, except that a high tariff 
will continue to place fictitious prices on 
American manufactured goods, shut them 
out from foreign markets, and thus deprive 
American ships of cargoes which they might 
obtain under a different system. 

But there is nothing in common between a 
radical reform in American navigation laws, 
which will receive universal approval so far 
as it shall be designed to promote American 
shipping interests, and the proposition to 
build up a merchant marine by means of 
Government subsidies, It is false economy 
to give something for nothing, whether the 
donor be a private indiyidual or the Govern- 
ment. If American s be “ waterlogged ” 
by bad laws, these laws should be re 
It the carrying trade is thought to be more 
valuable tothe country than the protective 
system, then let the tariff be reduced to an 
extent that shall permit the sale of 
American goods in foreign markets and 
thus provide cargoes-for American ships. 
But it is repulsive to every principle of econo- 
my that a permane embargo should first be 
placed on Ameri shipping interests by 
law, and then

Illinois. Carroll was by trade a thief. He 
was accomplished in all the branches of his 
chosen calling. He touched nothing that he 
did not purloin. Unlike the less versatile 
members of his craft, he had no specialty. 
There was no unlawfal mode of acquiring 
other men’s property that he did not practice 
with success. He had been by turns a sneak- 

@ pickpocket, a confidence-man, 4 
bunko operator, and a bank burglar. Com- 
mon fame credited him with a very ingenious 
raid on the State Treasury at Springfiela, 
III., resulting in a net profit to him and his 
copartners of $15,000. He had rifled a bank 
at Huntsville, Ala., and another at Gales- 
burg, III. While his residence was Chicago, 
III., he was on his honor to do no steal- 
ing here, but was called by his large and 
lucrative practice to all parts of the United 
States, and was admitted by his townsmen to 
be at the top of his profession. 

Carroll had a proper contempt for the crim- 
inal laws and the manner of enforeing them 
which he knew prevailed in Illinois. He 
had experience of them, and believed they 
were not intended for the punishment of 
cracksmen such as he was. He had seen vul- 
gar criminals without money, or friends, or 
influence caught in their meshes, but he had 
never known a first-class operator to suffer 
by them. He was aware that men like him- 
self in Cook County were occasionally ar- 
rested and indicted. But he had seen them 
immediately admitted to straw bail and per- 
mitted to pursue their adopted vocation, 
while the usual informalities of the law were 


observed in their cases. He knew how easy 


it was in Cook County to weary out prose- 
cuting witnesses by procuring endless con- 
tinuances and changes of venue. The prac- 
tice of swearing to the “prejudice” of 
eleven out. of twelve Judges was familiar to 
him. The mysteries of the nolle pros., the 
packed jury, the mistrial, and the acquittal 
were the alfabet of his knowledge. He had 
himself assisted to obtain new trials by 
means of ex-parte affidavits, which the prose- 
cution could not traverse, setting ferth the 
“discovery ” of new evidence. The spectacle 
of convicted felons going at large 
on bail under a spersedeas was 
for him a customary sight. Suspension of 
sentence in the cases of hardened offenders 

seemed to him an appropriate and ordinary 
judicial 3 We should not be sur- 

prisec it an examination of the records would 
show that sentence had been more than once 
suspended in the case of Jimmy Carroll him- 
self. At least this is true: that, although a 
notorious professional thief, he has not of 
late years been punished for crime in Cook 
County, and has publicly boasted that he 
could not be. His confidence in his ability 
to get a pardon, if ever he should be sent to 

the penitentiary, was avowed in the pres- 
ence of more than one person now living in 

Chicago. How far that trust was justified is 

shown in the efforts ot Chicago men to get 
him out of a Canadian jail, If the same ap- 
peal had been made in IIlinois would it not 
have been easily successful? His alleged 
compact with the authorities was that he 
should do no stealing at home, but should 
make hisfheadquarters here and raid other 
communities, such-as Galesburg and Spring- 

field, III., and Huntsville, Ala. And he kept 
his word. 

In an evil moment Carroll went to Canada. 
He was in a hurry. An indictment was 
pending against him in Knox County for the 
Galesburg bank-robbery. He thought it 
merely a proper mark of respect to public 
prejudices to leave the State until the matter 
should blow over. He was under ball, and 
forfeited his recogtiizances. 

Carroll carried to Canada the same bland 
and childlike notions of criminal law and 
administration which he had acquired in 
Cook County. It occurred to him that while 
he was enjoying this summer vacation it 
would be safe for him to take “a case“ in 
the Dominion. Precisely at this point he 
made the great mistake of his life. Having 
purloined successfully by an ingenious trick 
a bag of money belonging to a bank- 
messenger, he speedily found himself 
in the clutches of a Canadian officer of the 
law. Thenfor the first time he discovered 
that the quality of Canadian justice, unlike 
that of Illinois justice, was not strained. He 
was speedily tried, without recourse to con- 
tinuances, changes of venue, suspensions of 
sentence, or any other of the shifty devices 
used in IIlinois to cheat society and protect 
criminals. He was convicted and sent to 
jail, and is now there. All the King’s horses 
and all the King’s men will not avail to get 
him out. A petition purporting to be signed 
by the Mayor of Chicago, the President of a 
leading bank, ten Aldermen, three County 
Commissioners, twenty-four State Senators, 
thirty-two Assemblymen, and “reputable 
citizens” of Chicago in proportion has not 
sufficed to melt the hearts or impress the 
consciences of the Canadian authorities. 
James Carroll, for the first time in many 
years, is in jail, and is likely to remain there 
until he has served out his term. 

Carroll’s experience should serve as a 
beacon-light to warn all professional and 
semi-professional thieves in Cook County 
away from fie inhospitable shores of Canada. 
For persons of their inclinations there is no 
place like home. They will not meet else- 
where laws so accommodating, Judges so len- 
lent, or a people so long-suffering as in this 
City of Chicago and County of Cook. They 
may look the country through and the world 
over and they will find no place where local 
politics are manipulated to so great an ex- 
tent by professional gamblers, or where the 
criminal classes, directly and indirectly, 
wield so large an influence. Manitestly, 
Chicago under the present régime is the 
best place in the world for a professional 
thiet to live in, and should be the last for 
one of that class to leave. And Canada is 
the opposit of Chicago in all that relates 
crime and its punishment. 4

Our Population Thirty Years Heneeé. 

The official figures of foreign immigration 
into the United States for the year 188! present 
some facts. and foreshadow the probability of 
others, that are really startling. The total num- 
ber of immigrants that came into the United 
States in the year was 71,000. During the latter 
part of the year, and especially in December, 
this tide was about 54 per cent greater than dur- 
ing the corresponding periods of 1880. The dis- 
turbed state of Europe, and especiaily in Ger- 
many. from whieh one-third of our for- 
eign immigrants come, makes it probabie that 
the increase in 1888 over 1881 will be even great- 
er than that of 1881 over 1880, and, consequently, 
that during the current year we shall receive 
considerably over 1,000,000 foreign immigrants. 

When we consider that in this country the 
natural increase of population by the excess of 
birtbs over deaths doubies the resident popula- 
tion in less than twenty-five years, it will be 
seen that it would require only about thirty 
years of the present influx of foreign popula- 
tion, together with their natural increase, to 
amount to a number equal to the total present 
population of the United States and Territories, 
or about 60,000,000. If to this we add the natural 
increase of the present population, at a rate of 
doubling every twenty-five years (which is even 
longer thaa it realiy requires), it would give a 
total population of not less than 160,000,000 in 
wil, : : 

When we think that it bus taken 200 years for 
the accumulation of the present 50,000,000 of 
population in the United States, it seems at first 
almost incredibie that within the lifetime of the | 
great majority of men now living the population 
will be over three times as great as now; and 
yet it seems almost beyond question that this 
will be the case. Population increases with such 
enormous rapidity, not only in America, but in 
ali parts of the globe, and especially where it has 
the fostering influence of civilization, that it is 
one of the great puzzies of human life to know 
what has thus far prevented every part of the 
world from being overcrowded with human be- 
ings. In Europe, notwithstanding all the loss of 
life by wars and epidemies, and all the decrease 
of population by emigration, the increase is 
enormous. In 188 the whole of Europe 
contained a little over 200,000,000 of peo- 
ple. The same territory wow contains 
over 300,000,000, thus showing that the average 
doubling period of Buropean population is 
about 100 years. Bagland doubles her pop- 
ulation about every fifty years, an@Scotiand in 
even a shorter period. The Continental’ coun- 
tries all require a longer period. Spain, France, 
Beigium, and Sweden require a longer period 
than the countries further east—owing probably 
to the fact that population is already so im- 
pacted on the west@rn coast of Europe that the 
difficulty of obtaining subsistence checks the 
rapidity of the increase. 

The history of the world shows no such great 
and persistent movement of population as that 
now in progress to this country, except that 
which overflowed from the north upon the 
hKoman Empire, nor can it be doubted that there 
are plenty of men now living who will wiiness 
as momentous results in the history of mankind 
from the present movement of population to 
America as were experienced from similar 
causes in the fifth and sixth centuries. These 
results, however, while quite as important, will 
necessarily be of a totally different character. 
Instead of a barbarian horde subverting an es- 
tablished civilization as then, it is the move- 
ment of an already civilized and cultivated peo- 
ple into the hitherto unpeopled regions in the 
centre of the American continent, to create 
there, within the next half-century, cities and 
improvements, population and industry equal 
to that in the centre of Europe.

IN His ELECTION ADDRESSES 
Mr. Dawnay said he was animated by an in- 
tense objection to Mr. Gladstone’s Govern- 
ment and persone! dictatorship, and to his 
measures of despoliation, and by a thorough 
detestation of the Communistic and atheistic 
tendencies of the age. He had the support 
of the Conservative party, also of many 
Whigs who had been driven from under the 
Liberal banner by Mr. Gladstone’s general- 
ship.

A Fierce Hurricane Adds Its Horrors 


Great Destruction of Property by a Ter- 
rific Tornado.

Boston, Mass., Jan. 27.—Reports from various 
places in the State show that the gale this morn- 
ing was terrific. A tornado swept over Adams 
and Cheshire, blowing down chimneys and doing 
many thousand dollars worth of damage. The 
zerolite works, a manufactory of crude cellu- 
loid, which were just being completed, were in- 
jured about 8 o’ciock to the amount of $10,000 
or more. The roof of Grand Army Hall. in 
Newburyport, was blown off, and an unoccupied 
house was blown down at Pittsfield. Tile 
gale began at 5 o'clock, and continued 
in full force up to 9 o'clock, when it 
began to subside. The steeple of the South Con- 
gregationai Church was biown away, and the 
destruction of the great tower of the Baptist 
Church was feared, but it stood the storm, al- 
though it was wrenched out of perpendicular, 
and expensive repairs will be necessary. The 
tower swayed so badly that the bell was swung, 
and during the hurricane it was dismally tolling 
by itsown swing. Business in the stores was 
entirely suspended, and the few teams that ap- 
peared in the streets h a bard time of it, 
horses and sleighs biown prostrate 
as the gale struck them from across 
the street.

frauding the State Treasury. All these bonor- 
able lexislators receive and accept their mileage 
for traveling to and from the State Capital, 
while they do not pay a ceut for their trans- 
portation. Phere is no reason why the State 
should pay those public oflicials for transporta- 
tion when they get transported free of charge. 
But the greatest injury done to the State and 
the people by this indecorous practice is 
that. these passes enable the members 
of the Legislature to traveling back and forth 
as often as they please, and this causes many of 
them toremain absent from their t of duty,

The Canadian Pacific Line Through 
British Columbia. 

Maj. Rogers, of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Engineer Department, while in Ottawa recently, 
stated that he had tobnd a practicable route in 
British Columbia, with the exception of eighteen 
miles, not yet visited, in the region of the Sel- 
kirk Range. His proposed route starts from 
Kamloops, whence it branches off casterly 
through the mountains south of Thompson 
Mountain by Eagie Pass through the Selkirk 
rogion/ and out at Bow River. By adopting the 
Kicking Horse Pass in preference to the Yellow- 
head Pass, the distance on the prairic section be- 
tween Winnipeg and Port Moody is shortened 130 
miles, though tt may present greater engineer- 
ing difficalities. The maximum grade encountered 
is about rev oe to the mile, and the highest 
summit is 5. feet above the level of the sen. 
the highest summit in the Yellowhead Pass 
being 3,720 feet above the level of the sea. On 
the western side of the Selkirk range two sbort 
tunnels are required, and the only serious 
bridging will be the two branches of the Colam- 
bia River. The distance trom Port Moody to 
Bow River is 550 miles, betng in contrast with 
the mountain region traversed ty the Union 
Pacific of 1,400 miles. The valleys are fuli of 
beautiful timber, the Douglas fir predom!nating, 
which will all be useful in building the road and 
valuable as marketable lumber. By this pass 
the Canadian Pacific will be shorter by some 500 
miles from ocean to ocean than the Union Pa- 
cific or the Northern Pacific.

Reference to statistics shows that 
the wheat market for a series of years past has 
touched its highest point about Jan. . and then 
began to go dowa. The reports from Michi- 
gan, Ohio, and other States ali agree 
that the winter-wheat crop is in a good 
and promising condition. The telegraph 
informed us yesterday that copious rains had 
fallen in California, which means a bountiful 
barvest on the Pacific coast. Freights have ad- 
vanced 10 cents per 100 pounds since the price 
of wheat was $1.25 per bushel. Many people are 
in doubt about tiie ability of the last crop to keep 
in good condition in the approaching warmer sea- 
son. One th I feel quite coufideatof: There 
is no combination under the market now, vor in 
fact has there been at anytime. But itis safe 
to say that the operators who were carrying big 
biocks of wheatafew days ago have without 
exception sold out and made money.

RIVER NAVIGATION. 
THE CITY'S ANSWER TO THE ABSURD DEMANDS 
OF THE VESSEL-MEN. 

The City Law Department win file its answer 
in the tug cases in the United States Circuit 
Court on the Ist of February.

The Age of the ts. 

Under the general title of The Renais- 
sance in Italy,” Mr. John * Addington 
Symonds projected a series of five volumes 
entitled respectively: “The Age of the 
Despots,” “ The Revival of Learning.“ The 
Fine Arts,” and Italian Literature” in two 
volumes. Of these works the one on ‘The 
Fine Arts” was published some time ago; 
the first two are now before the public, and 
on the reception aceorded to them will de- 
pend the publication of the remaining vol- 
umes. The American edition is superior to 
the English in that the former has an excel- 
lent index, adding incaiculably to the value 
of these books for reference purposes. 
There ought to be no question as to the com- 
pletion of the series. No man could be bet- 
ter equipped for the work embodied 
in the preparation of these five vol- 
umes than Mr. Symonds, and no writer 
could have done the work ina more thorough 
and satisfactory manner—judging from the 
three volumes already received—than the 
author of “Studies of the Greek Poets,“ 
“Sketches in Italy and Greece” and other 
books of asimilar nature. Mr. Symond’s 
work is really a history of Italian civiliza- 
tion, a subject to which he has consecrated 
many years of patient and tireless investiga- 
tion. It is a long inquiry, far-reaching, and 
involving researches into dark nooks and 
corners which most historians would either 
avoid altogether or in which they would be 
too completely mystified to take accurate 
note of their surroundings. This author has 
been thorough and minute in his explora- 
tions, and has conducted them with a free- 
dom from prejudice praiseworthy in itself 
and in contrast to the efforts made in the 
same direction by others. It is a work for 
the scholar and for the general reader, cov- 
ering a field of vast extent and embodying 
within its pages all the information and facts 
ascertained and authenticated by the best 
writers. “The Age of the Despots is the 
first volume in the series, and the one which 
is under our present consideration. 

Mr. Symonds justly points out one of the 
chief difficulties which the critic has to meet 
in dealing with the Italian Kenaissance— 
namely: the accurate determination of the 
limits of the epoch. Practically it is an im- 
possibility. The “Renaissance” is to litera- 
ture and art what the Reformation was to re- 
228 — a was mate poses 

* vices, crimes, and general immorality 
at the Komish priesthood. The Renais- 
sance was ected. by the .development 
of new standards iu the field of literary and 
artistic effort and a natural revolt against 
the methods and style which had hitherto 
been accepted as authoritative. Our En- 
glish equivalent to the French term would 
confine it practically to a mere translation—a 
“new birth” of learning. But it means 
more than that, andour modern acceptauce or 
rendering of the term is more nearly correct 
in that we regard it as denoting the whole 
transition from the Middle Ages to the modern 
world. Tosay when this transition began 
exactly is like attempting to point out the 
very voint at which the sweet waters of the 
river merge with the salty tides of the sea. 
The two dates—1453 and 1527—marking 
respectively the fall of Constanti- 
nople and the sack of Kome—serve to 
fix in the mind the narrow limits 
ot the culmination of this Renaissance. 
But the date of its beginning is still and always 
will be a matter for specuiation. So too the 

nomena of this great revival cannot be lim- 
ted by the barriers of any singie department of 
human knowledge. “If we ask the students of 
art what they mean by the Renaissance they will 
reply that ‘It was the revolution effected in 
architecture, painting, and sculpture by the re- 
eovery of ancient monuments. Students of lit- 
erature, philosophy, and theology see in the 
Renaissance that discovery of manuscripts, that 
passion for antiquity, that progress in philology 
and criticism which led to a correct knowledge 
of the classics, to a fresh taste in poetry, to 
new systems of thought, to more accurate 
analysis, and finally to the Lutheran schism 
and the emancipation of the conscience. Men 
of science will discourse about the discovery ot 
tne solar system oy Copernicus and Galileo, the 
anatomy of Vesalius, and Harvey’s theory of 


the circulation of the blood. .. The polit- 
ical historian in has his own answer to 


{ the question. The extinction of feudal- 


ism, the development of the great nation- 
alines of Europe, the growth of mon- 
ucby. the limitation of the ecclesiastical 
authority, and the erection of the Papacy into 
an Italian Kingdom, and, in the last piace, the 
gradual emergence of that sense of popular 
freedom which exploded in the Kevolution; 
these are the aspects of the movement which 
engross his attention. Jurists will describe the 
dissolution of legal fictions, based upon the 
Tulse decretais, the acquisition of a true text 
of the Roman code, and the attempt to 
introduce a rational method into the theory 
of modern jurisprudence, as well as to com- 
mence the study of international law. Men 
whose attention has been turned to the bistory 
of discoveries and inventions will relate tne ex- 
pioration of America and the East, or will pofot 
to tne benefits conferred on the world by the 
arts of printing and engraving, by the compass 
and the telescope, by paper, and by gunpowder; 
and will insist that at the moment of the Re- 
naissance all the instruments of mechanical 
utility started into existence, to aid the dissolu- 
tion of what wus rotten and must rish, to 
strengthen and perpetuate the new, and useful, 


} and life-giving.” 


This summary by Mr. Symonds is compreben- 
give and indicates most admirably the different 
progressive movements characteristic of this 
general period of new growth of which he is 
writing the history. The Renaissance was an 
onward effort of humanity in which we are still 
active participants.

Nally, of Chicago, edited by John J. Lalor, 
formerly one of the editorial staff of Tur 
Cuicaco Trisune. Such a work has had 
no American predecessor, and it is to be 
judged as to the ability of its execution, its 
value as a contribution to science, and its 
completeness in all respects, upon its own 
merits and not by comparison. The editor 
has wisely and freely made use of similar 
works of standard authority and estab- 
lished ability in France and in Ger- 
many; he has made use of these 
works on all subjects of a general character 
where they have become a recognized au- 
thority, bringing the articles, when they 
needed it, to the present date, and filling in 
the work by other articles written by Ameri- 
can writers. As we have said, there is no 
book of this character produced by English 
or American writers, though the Germans 
have at least two, and the French have the 
same number. All these works are of high 
authority, and from them are taken many 
articles on subjects principally of foreign 
origin. All the articles in the work are 
signed by the authors. There is a politic- 
al history of the United States, written 
under appropriate heads. This branch of the 
Cyclopedia was igtrusted to Mr. Alexander 
Johnston, of Norwalk, Conn., a geutleman of 
great historical research and oi discriminating 
ability for a task requiring peculiar talents.

Woel-Growing and Sheep-Halsing in 
Kansas. 


Special Correspondence af The Chicago Tribune, 

Tork A, Kas., Jan. 2.—A number of letters 
and dispatches have appeared in Tun Tarscne 
concerning wool-growing and sheep-raising in 
Kansas. The experience of the past season con- 
firms the opinion expressed by vour correspond- 
ent that it was destined to become one of the 
most important industries of this State, and ove 
that is attracting general attention among the 
farmers and stock men, who believe it to be the 
most profitable business they can engage in. 
The second annual meeting of the Kansas Wool- 
Growers’ Association was neld in Topeka re- 
centiy, and was attended by about 100 repre- 
sentative sheep men of this State. a number of 
breeders from neighboring States, severa! East- 
ern commission-mea, and prominent members 
of the National Wool-Growers’ Association, in- 
cluding President A. M. Garland. ef Springtieid, 
It. The entire membership of the Kansas asso- 
ciation now numbers 150, nearly every county in 
the State being represented. The Hon. J. 8. 
Codding, of Pottawatomie County, occupied the 
Chair and made the annual address, from whick 
the following extracts are made, Mr. Codding 


said: 

The first year of our existence as an organ- 
ization has drawn toa close. What was then an 
experiment is now an established fact. Many 
errors have occurred, but on the whole 1 ho 
we have profited by an association of effort. The 

I made atour first meeting, that we 
would retrieve our good name on the condition 
of our wool, bas been more than verified, as our 
fleeces came into market in much better shape 
than ever betore. Our first exhibit in this State 
in connection with the State Fair was a great 
success, and retiected credit upon the eaterprise 
aud energy of our sheep-raisers, who have fully 
kept up with the times in the improvement of 
their tiocks. 

Qur sbeep have increased in two years two 
hundred foid, and our wool clip the present year 
will not fall far short of 10.000. 000 pounds, and 
can be sold readily on its own werits in any of 
the leading markets of the country. Une of the 
most important questions for us to decide is 
how can we secure the largest return in the 
simplest manner and sbortest time. We have 
three modes in common use. Sell to manu- 
facturers at dame, send to commission- 
men, or sell to wool-buyera. Our home 
manufacturers can use but a small fraction of 
our clip, hence their prices are based on a large 
margin for snipment of surplus. The same can 
be said of wool-buyers who would not enter the 
field unless confident of gains. Through the 
commission men comes next. Now I am not one 
of those who think commission men are simply 
sharks, for [know to the contrary, and firmly 
believe commission men are just as honest a 
class as any other, and dn view of the fact that

present wooi tariff was the resuit of the 
earnest and untiring efforts ot the officers of the 
Nanonai Wool-Growers' Association, assisted by 
the Secretary of the Wool-Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, ,in collecting and presenting such 
strong and convincing proofs of its justness and 
necessity that our lawmakers acknowledge the 
same. Many of the muaoufacturers were of the 
opinion that growers’ interests were adverse to 
theirs, and deserted the associamon on account 
of the action of their Secretary. Yet, after 
fourteen years’ trial, the venerable Secretary, 
Mr. Hayes, bas been completely vindicated, and 
ail of the men are now back iu the fold satisfied 
with his actions. 

Having deen written to and asked so much 
about the Nationai Association, I will give in 
brief itsorganization.

The Color Craze. 


For years past the Short-Horn breeders of 


America have sbown a decided predilection for 
red cattle, and this preferenee bas become very 
general throughout the country. Just what the 
reasons are for favoring cattie of this particular 
coler has never been explained, and breeders 
have at last determined that the entire question 
has been the unfortunate outgrowth of fashion, 
the records of American sales during the past 
fifteén years show that animals of the favorit 
color invartabiy attract more atten tion, and 
bring higher prices than those ot any other color. 
Cases are very numerous where roan, white and 
red, or pure white animals of most excellant 
pedigree have been overlooked iu favor 
of animals of less distinguished i iine- 
age, simply because the poorer animal 
was of the pure red color, so much in demand, 
yet whose points of excellence were not equa! 
to the unfortunately marked competitors. in 
buying stock, new beginners in too many in- 
stances have lost sight of individual merit, and 
placed over-confidence in color, confining their 
purchases to the prevailing tasbionabie color. 
In the history of cattie-breeding there has never 
been an individwal who has attempted to ac- 
count for what may be justly termed a senseless 
preference, and it is encouraging to Know that 
nreeders have at last determined to put an end 
to a state of things that has existed for years, 
and whieh bas decreased the profit of the trade 
very seriously. 

tu this connection the following will be of in- 
terest to all Short- Hora breeders, as demonstrat- 
ing that the “craze” for red cattle does not 
exist in England, the home of the breed:

FARM TOPICS. 


Further Information Regarding Ger- 
man Carp. 
To the Aitor of The ORicago Tribune. 

NEVADA, Ia., Jan. %.—Having received quite 
a number of let ters in reference to carp, all of 
them stating that the writers bad read my arti- 
cle in Tax TRisUNE of the l4th inst., and asking 
for turther information, | am impelled to ask 
for more space in your columns. 

Some correspondents inquire as to the quality 
of the carp as a food-fish. [can give but little 
personal testimony on that point, as this fish is 
of too recent introduction to Iowa to justify bis 
slaughter for culinary and edible purposes. We 
have about 100 breeding carp in the State, all 
told, and none of those are even haif- grown. 
But it was my thisfortune to have half a dozen 
young fish killed by accident last fall, 
and the only ‘compensation for the loss 
was found iu & first taste of broiled carp. The 
littie fishes I ate had passed the summer in a 
pool of very clear and cool spring water, and 
may have been of better quality than it they 
had burrowed tn warm and muddy ponds, as is 
their habit. But certain it is I never tasted fish 
of better flavor or finer grain. They were very 
fat, and of a delicacy that reminded me of early 
shad. ’ 

The scale carp was introduced into California 
about ten years since, and is now found in some 
of the markets. It sells at a high price, an indi- 
cation of the manner in which it is esteemed. A 
gentleman near Sonoma writes me that he con- 
siders them superior to any other fish in Cali- 
fornia, and that even the head of a carp is bet- 
ter than any common fish. 

In Germany and France they are very highly 
esteemed. Bertin uses large quantities of them, 
and so does Paris. The French and German 
cook- books give many recipes for dressing them, 
and the roe of the carp, which is very abundant 
in its season, is esteemed a great delicacy, and 
enters into the composition of many of the 
choice dishes prepared by the most famous cooks 
of France. 

[am also asked whether they take the hook. 
There are rules for taking carp with the hook, 
but they are not a game fish, and would not at- 
tord sport to any but the most patient angler. I 
presume they take the hook very much as does

A Nice Question. 
Country Gentleman. 

A question bas arisen in regard to the right or 
propriety of a Professor of an agricultural col- 
lege, and consequently an employé of the pub- 
lic, acquiring a personal property lu any discov- 
ery or invention be may happen to make in such 
employment. The facts are as follows: 

Two of the Professors of the Illinois Indus- 
trial University were employed in making exper- 
iments in producing sugar from sorghum. 
These experiments were so successful that the 
Professors have patented the processes used in 
their own names and as their own property. As 
the questiva of the propriety of this course bas 
arisen, the Principal of the University, under 
his own signature, has publiciy defended 
it. But in the defense he makes use 
of the following extraordinary words ina 
regard to the discovery becoming public prop- 
erty: “* Become public property sounds well; 
is a fine sentiment; but as a sentiment it would 
be just as nice as to say the ‘dear puovlic’ 
should own, as a public, ali the property in the 
State.” Principal Scott uses an iifmstration 
which completely takes the ground from under 
his own feet; for the dear public do really and 
in fact own all the property in the State, the ap- 
parent owners being simply occupiers, subject 
to the eminent domain and righis of the State. 
The State can. by due process of law, take pos- 
session of any person's farm or house and put 
it to public uses, and in every 1— of land to 
an individual this precedent right ig reserved. 
Moreover, the State can take a "8 proper- 
ty and his person and m for its own 
service when it is ht necessary by 
the State Government. guestion is a 
narrow one. Must the farmers of Illinois and of 
other States be compelled to pay a tax to per- 
sons who, in the course of their employment ina 
public capacity and while under pudlie pay, dis- 
cover any methods for processes which they 
were employed to discover? These geutiemen 
were certainly employed to experiment in mak- 
ing sugar. cost of making the experiments 
wus paid out of the university funds, which are 
public moneys. To whom, then, do the results 
of these experiments belong? Is the public to 
be satisfied with a long table of figures showing 
results, while the methods of producing these re- 
sults are kept secret and are reserved as the 
private — 1 of the experimenters, for which 
those persons for whom the experiments were 
whade—the farmers—must pay if taney desire to 
use them?

Oceasionally there were cases where a large 
artery was severed that it was a difficult matter 
to stanch the flow of blood. The old physiolo- 
gies used to teach that the best thing tv do ia 
emergencies of this kind was to twist a handker- 
chief or a knotted cord about the limb a short 
distance above the injury. This was precisely 
what should not be done, as it impeded the cir- 
culation of the biood in the injured member at 
a time wren circulation was most needed. It 
was infinitiy better to tightly press a rag, 4 
bunch of cotton waste, or, better still, a 
sponge. directly into the wound and hold it 
there until the flow ceased. A piece of ice used 
similarly would answer the purpose. Heat bad 
a similar effect to cold, and water beated as hot 
as flesh could bear it would shrivel up the end 
ot the severed artery or vein precisely as the 
ice dia. A piece of alum would answer equaily 
well, and he recommended railroad men to carry 
a small piece of alum in their pockets. Some- 
times, when a person kuew exactly where to ap- 
ply it, tne pressure of a thumb or finger 
answered the purpose equally well. 

Where the injury was a burn or scald, be rec- 
ommended the application of a paste made of 
water and baking soda, which was obtainable 
nearly everywhere. A cloth or a piece of oled 
silk shouid be kept over the paste, which should 
always be kept moist. The old treatment was 
oil and lime-water. The lime-water had some 
virtues, and the oil served to keep out the air. 
The bak soda was much preferable, as it 
served the double og sow nl of keeping out the 
air and alleviating the pain.

Letters Written by Him at Various Pe- 
riods of His Lite. 
Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

CLEVELAND, O., Jan. B. — Some of the county 
papers in the old Nineteenth Ouio Congressional 
District have just published some very interest- 
ing letters from the late President Garfield. The 
editor of the Geauga Hepublican, Mr. J. O. Con- 
verse, was on terms of intimacy with President 
Garfield for many years, and always a firm ad- 
vocate of the latter’s political claims. The let- 
ters which Mr. Converse publishes in the last 
issue of his paper show the feeling of the great 
man for his friends. 

Just after the election of 1880, President Gar- 
tield wrote: 

“Nothing in the whole campaign has given 
me so much satisfaction as the great vote of the 
Nineteenth District, which exceeded my most 
sanguine expectations. No man could receivea 
bigher compliment.”

Stocks Stronger and More Act- 
ive, with the Bears 
Covering.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were stronger. Northwestern advanced 
under purchasing orders from the West, brougut 
out by the immense earnings of the road. 

Following is a statement of the earnings of 
the system of lines owned and operated by the 
Chicago & Northwestern Railway Company for 
the third week in January, ending on the 21st.

The exhibit made by the Northwestern, ifa 
symptom of the general condition of railway 
traftic, is worth the serious consideration of the 
shorts. This road bas suffered from short crops 
and the recent bad roads, and yet is now devel- 
oping the largest earnings it has ever had to 
show. There is an unusual amount of building 
going on in the cities and towns along the 
Northwestern Road. This, of course, adds greatly 
to the local earnings. But the increased earn- 
ings are far beyond the expectations of its mau- 
agers, who confess that they are at a loss to un- 
derstand the origin of this vast traffic. [tis 
worth noting that the New Engiand papers re- 
port the amount of building in progress in that 
part of the country as unexampled. If the gen- 
eral railroad system of the couutry should 
begin to show the same elastic gains in 
earnings as the Northwestern, despite 
light crops, the bears would find them- 
seives hard put toit tocover their short saies 
without serious losses. In this case the result 
would justify the bulis, who have claimed that 
one short crop after seven full crops was not 
likely to ruin the country, especially as the 
crops of immigrants and some other things were 
un usually large. 

The rumor, important if verified, is afloat in 
New York that Jay Gould and Mr. Pullman have 
settled alli their differences and that the former 
has made a fifteen-year contract with the Pull- 
man Company torun their cars on bis entire 
system of roads. This, taken in connection 
with Mr. Gould’s recent purchase of 1,000 shares 
of Pullman, is regarded as significant. Those 
who have good powers of divination think they 
see indications in all this that the Pullman Com- 
pany is likely to absorb the Wagner. Pullman 
sold at the close yesterday at 140. 

The cable reported five failures in London 
at the Stock Exchange settiement, but said that 
the tendency of the market was advancing. 

Wali street bears attributed the advance to 
pure manipulation, which they said was resorted 
tofor the purpose of selling the Vanderbilts. 
It was said on good authority that Mr. Vander- 
bilt had been selling Lake Shore, and, on equal- 
ly good authority, that he had not been selling 
Lake Shore. The bears inthis stock continue 
to lay great stress on the effect of the compe- 
tition of the paralleling line, the New York, St. 
Louis & Chicago Road, which will cut into its 
local business. 

Gould's friends are bullish, and the closer they 
are to him the more confident they are ina 
speedy upturn of prices. 

Bears in Western Union and Denver & Rio 
Grande were said to be covering. 

Attorney-Generai Russell of New York, in de- 
nying the application for a suit to annui the 
charter of the Manhattan, says the State bas 
recognized the existence of the Manhattan 
Company by accepting taxes theretrom. He 
observes that the State Engineer authorized the 
increase of capital, which was also an acknow!l- 
edgment that the company bad a valid exist- 
ence. He lays special! stress on the fact that the 
suit brought by Attorney-General Ward was 
based ouly on the assumption that the corpora- 
tion was insolvent. He holds that this suit in 
itself recognized the Manhattan Company as a 
valid corporation, and he contends that as it is 
now solvent the former proceedings are of no 
account so far as the present issue is concerned. 

Western Union earnings increased $41,000 last 
week. 

Gould is reported to have become heavily in- 
terested in Chesapeake & Ohio. 

Although the announcemeat of the purchase 
by Gould and Huntington of the majority of the 
stock of the San Francisco to put up the price, 
it is asserted that the effect of the purchase will 
be to prevent the compietion of its line, the 
Atlantic & Pacific, to the Pacific coast. 

Vanderbilt and Gowen have made a perpetual 
arrangement between their companies by which 
the Reading is to be at once connected witb the 
New York Central, and is to be made a new 
trunk-line between the West and Philadelphia. 
The Reading by the same arrangement is tohave 
a Western aud Northern outlet over the 
New York Central for its coal. The roads 
which are to connect the Reading and 
the Central are the Jersey Shore, Pine Creek 
& Buffalo, which is to be completed at once, 
and the Geneva & Lyons, the Syracuse, Geneva 
& Corning, and the Corning, Cowanesgue & 
Antrim. As the Reading owas more anthracite 
coal lands than all other companies, the Central 
will have a better supply of anthracite than the 
other trunk lines for back freight to the West, 
and the Reading gains the best of Western mar- 
kets for its coal and the position of a trunk line 
in Philadelphia. 

The Boston Transcript says: 

Gould is talking stocks down in order to buy. 
He bas attempted to go into the market twice 
within a short time, but each time prices were 
advanced upon him so sharply that he has with- 
drawn and abandoned the market to the traders, 
who are now handling large blocks of stocks for 
quick times. If Mr. Gould jumps u mar- 
ket it will be to load up for a bull campaign. 
Vanderbilt is a bull, and interested in an ad- 
vance in Reading and Lake Shore, of which he

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. A- Vour occasional 
correspondent, Mr. W. H. Lemaster, has em- 
barked in the hew enterprise of infidel journal- 
iam. That is, be has published two copies of the 
Iconoclast at Nobiesville, and now proposes to 
pull up stakes and estabiish the same asa 
monthly organ in this city. To insure a popular 
run, he has been fortunate enough to obtain a 
long letter from the great, big-brained, and big- 
hearted Bob Ingersoll, which will, of course, be 
the leading attraction of the first number. This 
does not embrace all the attractioa. There is to 
be a combination series Of interrogatories from 
leading diyines of this city-—viz.: Dr. S. B. Tay- 
jor, and the Revs. Myron W. Reed, David Walk, 
and D. O’Donaghue, the answers to which will 
form the subject of Mr. ingersoli’s letter. 

Tre questions are as follows: 

The Rev. David Walk (Obristian Church)—Is 
the character of Jesus of Nazareth, as described 
in the four Gospels, ticonal or real? 

Among other things Mr. Ingersoll says in reply 
is the following: 

do not believe that Christ ever claimed to 
be divine, ever claimed to be inspired, ever 
ciaimed to work a miracle. in short, I believe 
He was an honest man. claims were all 
put in His moute by others—by mistaken friends, 
by ignorant worshipers, by zealous and credu- 
lous followers, and sometimes by dishonest and 
desieniug priests, This has happened to all the 
great nen of this world. 

„Al historical characters are, in part, de- 
formed or reformed by on. There was a 
man by the name ot George Washington, but no 
such George Washingtog ever existed as we 
find portrayed in history." 

“T piace Him (Christ) with the great, the gen- 
erous, the self-denying of the earth, and for the 
man, Christ, { feel only admiration and reapect.” 

Question 2. How do you account for the ditfer- 
ence between the Christian and other modern 
celviligation / 

Mr. Ingersoll devotes two columns to answer- 
ing this question, and | quote from closing para- 

rephs: 
on After all, [am compelled to account for the 
advance that we have made by the discoveries 
and inventions of men H genius. For the future 

rely upon the ectences; upon the cultivation 
of the intellect. lIrely upon labor, upon human 
interests in this worid, upon the love of wife, 
caildren, and home. Ido not rely upon sacred 
books, but upon good meu and women; I do not 
rely upon superstition, but upon Knowledge; not 
upon miraciesa, but upon facts; not upon the 
dead, but upon the living and when we become 
absolutely civilized, we sua look back upon tae 
superstitions of the worid, pot simply with con- 
tempt, but with pity. 

* Out civilization is not Christian. It did not 
come from the skies.

shall consist in doing useful things; when re- 
ligion meaus the discharge of Obiigauons to our 
fellow-men—then, aud not until then, will the 
world be civiljzed,” 

Questions by Dr. S. B. Taylor: 

I. Since La Place and other most distinguished 
astronomers hold to the theory that the earth 
was originally ina eons state, and then a 
molten mass in which the germs, even of vege- 
table or animal life could not exist, how de you 
account for the origin of life on this planet with- 
out a Creator 

Mr. Ingersoll says: “Man must give up search- 
ing for the origin of anything. 

No one knows the origin of life, nor of mat- 
tor. nor of what we cali@ind. The whence and 
the whether are questions that no man can un- 
swer. In the presence of these questions ali in- 
tellects are upon a level. The barbarian knows 
exactly the same as the scientist, the fool as the 
philosopher. 

“ There can be no relation between cause and 
nothing. We can understand bow things can be 
Aarranged—joined or separated—and how rcia- 
tions Can be changed or destroyed, but we cun- 
not couceive of creation—ot nothing being 
changed into something, nor or something being 
mede—except from preéxisting materials,” 

Question 2 Since the universal testimony of the 
ages is in the alfirmanon of phenomena that at- 
test the continued existence of man after death 
—which testimony ia overwhelmingly sustained 
by the pheuomena of the uineteenth century— 
what further evidence should thoughtful peopie 
require, in order to zeile the question, Does 
Death End All? 

M Ingersoll dwells upon the fact that the so- 
called spiritual manifestations or phenomena 
have not been of any practical use to man. aud. 
while he expresses a partiatity for the liberal 
views of Spiritualists, is free to say: 

* But I cannot admit that they have fur- 
nished conclusive evidenwe that death does not 
end all. Beyond the borizon of this life we have 
not seen. From the mysterious beyond no mes- 
senger has come to me. 

For the whole world I would not biot from 
the sky of the future asingie star. Arched by 
the bow of hope, let the dead sleep.“ 

Question : How, when, where, and by whom 
was our present calendar originated—that is, 
Anno Domini,” and what event in the history 
of the nations does it establish as a fact, if not 
the birth of Jesus of Nazareth? 

Mr. Ingersoll, in reply, traces the observance of 
Christmas back thousands of years asa celebra- 
tion of the lengthening of the days of the years, 
just as the yearly miracle of spring, leaf, bud, 
und flower bas forcenturies been commemo- 
rated in temperate zones, I quote: 

„ Right here, it might be weil enough to ro- 
murk, that all the monuments and festivals in 
the world are not sufficient to establish an im; 
possible event. No amount of monumental 
testimony, no amount of living evidence, can 
substantiate a mfracle. The monument only 
proves the belief of the builder.” 

Questions by the Rev. Myron W. Reed (First 
Presbyterian Church): 

1. Letting the question as to hell hereafter 
rest for the present, how do you account for the 
heli here—namely: the existencejof pain? There 
are people Woo by no fault of their own are at 
this present time in misery. If for these there 
is no life to come, their existence is a mistakg; 
but if there is a life to come, it may be that t 
sequel to the acts of the play to come will justi 
fy the pain and misery Of the preseat time. 

Mr. Ingersoll devotes much space to the answer 
to this question, reasonmg thus: 

“I cannot see why we should expect an infink 
God to do better in another world than 1 fore 


inthis. If He aliows injustice to prevail fere, 
why will He not aliow the same thingén the 
world to come? If there is any being with power 
to prevent it, why is crime permitted? IK a man 
standing upon the railway sbould ascertain that 
a bridwe bad been carried off by a flood; and if 
be also knew that tbe train was coming flied 
with men, women, and children—with busbands 
going to their wives, and wives rejoining their 
families: if he made noeffort to stup that train; 
if he simply sat down by the roadside to witness 
the catastrophe, and so remained until the train 
dashed off the preelpice and its load of life be- 
came a mass of quivering flesh, he would be de- 
nounced by every good Man as the most mon- 
strous of human beings, And yet this is exactly 
what the supposed God does. He, if He exists, 
sees the train rushing to the guif. He gives ne 
notice. He sees the ship rusbing for the hidden 
rock. He makes no sigu. And Heso construct - 
ed the world that assasins lurk in the air—hide 
even in the saushine: and when we imagine that 
we are breathing the breath of life, we are tak- 
ing unto ourselvos the seeds of death. 

“Phere are two facts inconsistent in my 
miud—a martyr and 4 God. Injustice upon 
earth renders the justice of a heaven impossi- 
bie.”

PARIS GOSSIP. 


Dresses and Their Makers— Worth and 
Felix and Their Tribe. 


Paris Correspondence Boston Journal. 

In these days, when the Paris season is at its 
hight, new fashions and new gowns are much 
talked of. The red dress which Mme. Adam 
wore at the dinner of the Santicy Club was the 
theme of dozens of clever articles in the daily 
presa. and each time that she wore it afterward 
—twice only, 1 think, at her own recebuons— 
the fact was noted with as much care and pre- 
cision as the local scribes would have employed 
in stating that Gambetta had been seen on the 
boulevard, or that the King of Bavaria had been 
to a Pas de loup concert incoggito. Dress is an 
all-important topic in this capital, where every- 
body is so fond of trifles, yet where ail io re- 
ality, beneath their apparent frivolity, take 
serious views of life. An anonymous fashion- 
able writer has been giving us the status of the 
various purveyors of the mode in Paris, and 
some of the details furnished are very 
curious. We learn, for instance, that 
Worth, the English man-miiliner of the Rue de 
la Paix, bas very important relations with ali 
tne European courts. te is criticised as being 
both too pompous and expensive in his style, too 
luxurious. too fond of fabricating toilets which 
remind one of the old luxurious days of the 
Second Empire. Worth does nut believe in the 
fantastic, although the wicked French say that 
he bas an upper story in his establishment where 
he keeps a corps of workers and a stock of 
stuffs expressly for the gratification of the 
somewhat expensive tastes of North and South 
American ladies. This is doubtiess a slander, 
for the time has passed when Amefican women 
could be accused of dressing in “too loud 
colors. What does a great authority on dress 
say about Worth’s costumes? He says: “ Worth 
sends them to the United States, and in a year 
the style comes back to him from that country, 
modified and added to in charming fashion.” 
Then he takes the mode thus changed, and 
offers it with success to Paris and St. Peters- 
burg. Worth still keeps on the roll of his clients 
the ex-Empress Eugénie, the Princess of 
Wales (for whom he maxes all her robes de 
oérémonie, despite the huwl of rage which this 
raises among the London modistes), the Duchess 
of Edinburg, the Princess Metternich and Lise 
Troubetzkai, both of whom have an oad talent 
of taking the most correct costume and giving 
it a peculiar and original chic by the 
manner in which they wear it. Worth 
will not work for ple who do not 
please him, and it he finds a lady, on her first 
interview, domineering and capricious, he is 
apt to say that he cannot undertake to dress her. 
Felix, in the Faubourg Saint Honoré, comes next 
in importance; indeed, some might put him at 
the head of the dressmakers, for he dresses the 
actresses. Sarah Bernhardt, Samary, Baretta, 
Broisat, Reichemberg, Arnould Plessy, Pileson, 
Leonide Leblanc, anda host of other histrionic 
celebrities get their robes of Felix. Some of 
them unquestionably owe their success to 
him, for without his combinations in tulle, 
his dreams in silk, dis reveries in satin, 
his nocturnes in pale gold, his symphonies in 
spangied silver, his sonatas in lace, where would 
they be? If he were to frown upon them they 
would tremble inevery limb; they fear his anger 
more than that of critics or audiences. And 
Felix has two strings to his bow. He dresses 
the Countess of Paris, certainly one of the 

reatest ladies in France: the Orieans 

rinceeses, the Comtesse d Eu, the Comtesse 
de Rainneville, the Vicomtesse Greffulbes, 
the Comtesse de Grammont,. all go to bim 
for their tofiets. The clever man tells the great 
ladies that the actresses copy from them—and 
he says to the actresses that they set the fash- 
ions for the great ladies. So both classes are 
pieased, and no one is any the worse. There is 
a popular impression that it is the leading com- 

y actresses who do set the fashions in Paris;

THE LICENSE SYSTEM. 


How Much Is Collected in Various Cit- 
les from License Taxes. 

CONTROLLER’s Orrice, CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 13, 
1882.—The Hon. Julius Derter—Mr Dear Sin: 
As you are aware, several bills were introduced 
before the last General Assembly with the ob- 
ject of enacting a proper license system, and, 
assuming that tne question will be brought be- 
fore the present Assembly, I have for your in- 
formation prepared a statement carefully com- 
piled from the laws, ordinances, and other coc- 
umeuts of respective cities named below, show- 
ing in detalii the amount of revenue and from 
what source it is derived, also a recapitulation, 


with explanatory remarks, showing, as you wil 
see, the totals only, received from the principal 


sources. 

It will be seen by reference tothe itemized 
statement that under tbe license system in other 
cities revenue is derived sources which in 
our community y but little, if ao bene and 
which in equity uld be uired to r their 
portion 


of the burden of taining and sup- 
porting the municipal government. 

As you know, the city cannot exceed a levy of 
twelve mills, which does not produce a sufficient 
income to support the various departments in 
tirst-class condition, and o by the most rigid 
economy and a hand-to- mouth policy have the 
various departments been enabled to sustain 
2 the past year without incurring any 

ebt. 

Our Mayor has been compelled to curtail the 
police force, already 


but an illustration of the 

Infirmary, House of 

Repairing, and other departments | might men- 
tion. 

Our city is growing, and the inevitabie — 
therefore, will be to extend the twelve-mil 
limit, which means increased taxation. This, it 
seems to me, could be averted and our tax rate 
still further reduced by the establishment of a 
judicious license system. 

There are several other sources from which a 
large revenue might be derived; of these, bow- 
ever, I will speak at some future time.
